Reverence for Majefly, and the Reputation of Parlia- 
ments, knowing them to be the Source of that Authority 
which they oppofe: ‘The Confequence muit one Day 
be fatal, unlefs the good Senfe of Mankind ihall inter- 
pole, for the Publick Prefervation, and the People re- 
fleét, that te gain exorbitant Power over them, is, the 
only End whichever maF actions ambitious to tu 
the Government of their Country, © 

It is to the Seg othe People that we muft appeal, to 
their Interefts, their Oaths, and their Confcience,, as 
they are Free, as they are Protefants and Engliomen, 
for the juft Support of this Government, againit: che 
Ambition of thole who, withont the Excufe of Dii- 
affection, employ their Hands to overthrow that Liia- 
blifiment which in their Hearts they approve ; and, 
againft the //s fy aE Difaffection of thole who, de 
parting from the Love of Liberty, and blinded to the 
Happinels of a lawful limited Government, (founded in
